Any person of working age with 
a physical or mental handicap to 
full employment can receive edu- 
cational, advisory and placement 
services without cost to himself, if 
they can prove that they cannot 
purchase these services themselves 
State and federal programs or voca- 
tional rehabilitation for the gener- 
al population now provide the phy- 
sician with 'a means of helping his 
landicapped patients to 
become 


self-sustaining. 
Rchabilitatioivof the disabled was 
started following World War I. Ma- 
ny victims of disease and injury 
acquired in the service at that time 
wished to work rather than to re- 
ceive pension, and physical and job 
training programs were set up for 
them. 
Any civilian in need of help be- 
cause of an employment handicap 
should consult the nearest vocation- 
al reabilitation office. If he does 
not know where it is, any welfare 
agency will direct him. The first 
interview is a discussion of the ap- 
plicant's handicap, the trouble he 


as had in finding work and hi,s 
mbitions for the future. Next he 


referred to his family physician 


or a general medical examination 
o determine the kind of disability 
c has. 
After this he returns to the vo- 
alional rehabilitation office for spe- 
ial tests of interests, aptitude and 
itelligence. All this information is 
rawn together and the training 
rogram is started. Final chapter 
s to get the trainee a job.

Need For Service 
Rehabilitation is worthwhile in 


ivery way as the money is return- 
id many fold in increased earning 
ower. There are 1,500,000 men an,d 
vomen with physical and mental 
disablities who need this rehabil- 
tation service. 


Trained persons who have been 


disabled proved to be most valu- 
able employes during the war yea 
As a general rule, they had a bet- 
er work record than those who 
are physically more foi*unate. Vo- 
cational rehabilitation counselors 
insist that the rehabilitated man 
or worm an can do as well as the 
jest worker.

Any person of working age with 
a physical or mental handicap to 
full employment can receive edu- 
cational, advisory and placement 
services without cost to himself, if 
they can prove that they cannot 
purchase these services themselves 
State and federal programs or voca- 
tional rehabilitation for the gener- 
al population now provide the phy- 
sician with 'a means of helping his 
landicapped patients to 
become 


self-sustaining. 
Rchabilitatioivof the disabled was 
started following World War I. Ma- 
ny victims of disease and injury 
acquired in the service at that time 
wished to work rather than to re- 
ceive pension, and physical and job 
training programs were set up for 
them. 
Any civilian in need of help be- 
cause of an employment handicap 
should consult the nearest vocation- 
al reabilitation office. If he does 
not know where it is, any welfare 
agency will direct him. The first 
interview is a discussion of the ap- 
plicant's handicap, the trouble he 


as had in finding work and hi,s 
mbitions for the future. Next he 


referred to his family physician 


or a general medical examination 
o determine the kind of disability 
c has. 
After this he returns to the vo- 
alional rehabilitation office for spe- 
ial tests of interests, aptitude and 
itelligence. All this information is 
rawn together and the training 
rogram is started. Final chapter 
s to get the trainee a job.

Need For Service 
Rehabilitation is worthwhile in 


ivery way as the money is return- 
id many fold in increased earning 
ower. There are 1,500,000 men an,d 
vomen with physical and mental 
disablities who need this rehabil- 
tation service. 


Trained persons who have been 


disabled proved to be most valu- 
able employes during the war yea 
As a general rule, they had a bet- 
er work record than those who 
are physically more foi*unate. Vo- 
cational rehabilitation counselors 
insist that the rehabilitated man 
or worm an can do as well as the 
jest worker.

Any person of working age with 
a physical or mental handicap to 
full employment can receive edu- 
cational, advisory and placement 
services without cost to himself, if 
they can prove that they cannot 
purchase these services themselves 
State and federal programs or voca- 
tional rehabilitation for the gener- 
al population now provide the phy- 
sician with 'a means of helping his 
landicapped patients to 
become 


self-sustaining. 
Rchabilitatioivof the disabled was 
started following World War I. Ma- 
ny victims of disease and injury 
acquired in the service at that time 
wished to work rather than to re- 
ceive pension, and physical and job 
training programs were set up for 
them. 
Any civilian in need of help be- 
cause of an employment handicap 
should consult the nearest vocation- 
al reabilitation office. If he does 
not know where it is, any welfare 
agency will direct him. The first 
interview is a discussion of the ap- 
plicant's handicap, the trouble he 


as had in finding work and hi,s 
mbitions for the future. Next he 


referred to his family physician 


or a general medical examination 
o determine the kind of disability 
c has. 
After this he returns to the vo- 
alional rehabilitation office for spe- 
ial tests of interests, aptitude and 
itelligence. All this information is 
rawn together and the training 
rogram is started. Final chapter 
s to get the trainee a job.

Need For Service 
Rehabilitation is worthwhile in 


ivery way as the money is return- 
id many fold in increased earning 
ower. There are 1,500,000 men an,d 
vomen with physical and mental 
disablities who need this rehabil- 
tation service. 


Trained persons who have been 


disabled proved to be most valu- 
able employes during the war yea 
As a general rule, they had a bet- 
er work record than those who 
are physically more foi*unate. Vo- 
cational rehabilitation counselors 
insist that the rehabilitated man 
or worm an can do as well as the 
jest worker.

Any person of working age with 
a physical or mental handicap to 
full employment can receive edu- 
cational, advisory and placement 
services without cost to himself, if 
they can prove that they cannot 
purchase these services themselves 
State and federal programs or voca- 
tional rehabilitation for the gener- 
al population now provide the phy- 
sician with 'a means of helping his 
landicapped patients to 
become 


self-sustaining. 
Rchabilitatioivof the disabled was 
started following World War I. Ma- 
ny victims of disease and injury 
acquired in the service at that time 
wished to work rather than to re- 
ceive pension, and physical and job 
training programs were set up for 
them. 
Any civilian in need of help be- 
cause of an employment handicap 
should consult the nearest vocation- 
al reabilitation office. If he does 
not know where it is, any welfare 
agency will direct him. The first 
interview is a discussion of the ap- 
plicant's handicap, the trouble he 


as had in finding work and hi,s 
mbitions for the future. Next he 


referred to his family physician 


or a general medical examination 
o determine the kind of disability 
c has. 
After this he returns to the vo- 
alional rehabilitation office for spe- 
ial tests of interests, aptitude and 
itelligence. All this information is 
rawn together and the training 
rogram is started. Final chapter 
s to get the trainee a job.

Need For Service 
Rehabilitation is worthwhile in 


ivery way as the money is return- 
id many fold in increased earning 
ower. There are 1,500,000 men an,d 
vomen with physical and mental 
disablities who need this rehabil- 
tation service. 


Trained persons who have been 


disabled proved to be most valu- 
able employes during the war yea 
As a general rule, they had a bet- 
er work record than those who 
are physically more foi*unate. Vo- 
cational rehabilitation counselors 
insist that the rehabilitated man 
or worm an can do as well as the 
jest worker.

Any person of working age with 
a physical or mental handicap to 
full employment can receive edu- 
cational, advisory and placement 
services without cost to himself, if 
they can prove that they cannot 
purchase these services themselves 
State and federal programs or voca- 
tional rehabilitation for the gener- 
al population now provide the phy- 
sician with 'a means of helping his 
landicapped patients to 
become 


self-sustaining. 
Rchabilitatioivof the disabled was 
started following World War I. Ma- 
ny victims of disease and injury 
acquired in the service at that time 
wished to work rather than to re- 
ceive pension, and physical and job 
training programs were set up for 
them. 
Any civilian in need of help be- 
cause of an employment handicap 
should consult the nearest vocation- 
al reabilitation office. If he does 
not know where it is, any welfare 
agency will direct him. The first 
interview is a discussion of the ap- 
plicant's handicap, the trouble he 


as had in finding work and hi,s 
mbitions for the future. Next he 


referred to his family physician 


or a general medical examination 
o determine the kind of disability 
c has. 
After this he returns to the vo- 
alional rehabilitation office for spe- 
ial tests of interests, aptitude and 
itelligence. All this information is 
rawn together and the training 
rogram is started. Final chapter 
s to get the trainee a job.

Need For Service 
Rehabilitation is worthwhile in 


ivery way as the money is return- 
id many fold in increased earning 
ower. There are 1,500,000 men an,d 
vomen with physical and mental 
disablities who need this rehabil- 
tation service. 


Trained persons who have been 


disabled proved to be most valu- 
able employes during the war yea 
As a general rule, they had a bet- 
er work record than those who 
are physically more foi*unate. Vo- 
cational rehabilitation counselors 
insist that the rehabilitated man 
or worm an can do as well as the 
jest worker.

State and federal programs or voca- 
tional rehabilitation for the gener- 
al population now provide the phy- 
sician with 'a means of helping his 
landicapped patients to 
become 


self-sustaining. 
Rchabilitatioivof the disabled was 
started following World War I. Ma- 
ny victims of disease and injury 
acquired in the service at that time 
wished to work rather than to re- 
ceive pension, and physical and job 
training programs were set up for 
them. 
Any civilian in need of help be- 
cause of an employment handicap 
should consult the nearest vocation- 
al reabilitation office. If he does 
not know where it is, any welfare 
agency will direct him. The first 
interview is a discussion of the ap- 
plicant's handicap, the trouble he 


as had in finding work and hi,s 
mbitions for the future. Next he 


referred to his family physician 


or a general medical examination 
o determine the kind of disability 
c has. 
After this he returns to the vo- 
alional rehabilitation office for spe- 
ial tests of interests, aptitude and 
itelligence. All this information is 
rawn together and the training 
rogram is started. Final chapter 
s to get the trainee a job.

Need For Service 
Rehabilitation is worthwhile in
